Many  of  you  know  that  this  past  September, 
the  board  of  Rush-Presbyterian-St.  Luke's 
Medical  Center  approved  a change  of 
the  institution's  name  to  Rush  University 
Medical  Center.  Name  changes  are  nothing 
new  for  Rush  — we  have  been  known  by 
a number  of  names  during  the  1 67  years 
of  our  existence.  This  most  recent  change  is 
a natural  evolution  in  Rush's  history,  proudly 
announcing  our  status  as  one  of  the  nation's 
leading  academic  medical  centers. 

Less  than  a month  after  we  went  public 
with  the  new  name,  we  launched  our 
first  major  advertising  campaign.  Those 


of  you  who  have  seen  the  television  ads, 
driven  past  billboards  or  heard  our  radio 
spots  may  recognize  the  faces  — even 
some  of  the  voices  — of  the  physicians, 
nurses  and  scientists  who  describe 
the  wonderful  culture  of  compassion, 
collegiality,  innovation  and  expertise 
that  makes  Rush  such  an  extraordinary 
place.  Not  surprisingly,  the  impact  of 
the  ads  was  immediate.  In  the  weeks 
following  the  Oct.  6 campaign  launch, 
we  saw  call  volumes  to  our  physician 
referral  line  nearly  double,  and  we  are 
optimistic  that  the  number  of  patients 
will  continue  to  grow. 


Another  noteworthy  event  was  completion 
of  the  first  phase  of  a comprehensive 
strategic  planning  effort  that  will  provide  a 
roadmap  for  the  next  five  years.  In  tandem 
with  that  effort,  we  began  work  on  a 
facilities  master  plan  that  will  dramatically 
improve  the  face  we  show  to  the  world 
and  will  have  a profound  impact  on  the 
landscape  of  the  entire  West  Side  Medical 
District.

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A matter  of  access 


No  two  kids  are  alike.  One  has  the  sniffles 
and  a slight  fever.  The  next,  a more  complex 
condition  such  as  diabetes  or  a mysterious 
headache  that  won't  go  away.  And  while 
one  child  may  be  living  in  a high  rise  on  Lake 
Shore  Drive,  another  may  be  spending 
his  nights  in  a downtown  homeless  shelter. 

Although  each  case  is  different,  in  the  eyes  of 
pediatrician  Beth  Volin,  MD,  her  patients  have 
one  thing  in  common:  They  deserve  the  very 
best  care  available. 

Team  Kid 

As  a physician  at  Rush,  Volin  works  in  one 
of  the  few  state-designated  children's  hospitals 
in  Illinois.  Rush  Children's  Hospital  offers  a 
multidisciplinary  team  of  pediatric  experts, 
including  surgeons,  cardiologists,  orthopedic 
specialists  and  oncologists.  It's  a team  that 
collaborates  to  actively  involve  parents  in 
treatment  plans  and  make  sure  kids  receive 
the  very  best  care  possible. 


Volin  — a primary  care  physician  — is  on  the 
front  line,  seeing  infants,  children  and  young 
adults  for  their  day-to-day  health  care  needs, 
offering  experience,  personal  attention  and 
compassion  to  each  and  every  patient.  Not  only 
does  she  treat  patients  in  her  offices  at  Rush, 
but  she  visits  them  at  homeless  and  women's 
shelters  as  part  of  Kids-SHIP,  a Rush  community 
service  program  (see  inset). 

The  comprehensive  advantage 

Access  to  quality  health  care  is  important  to 
Volin's  patients  — all  her  patients.  When  a child 
needs  to  see  a specialist  or  undergo  a cutting- 
edge  procedure,  expertise,  skill  and  medicine's 
latest  innovations  are  never  very  far  away 
"At  Rush,  we  have  these  specialists  right  here 
on  campus,  we  know  them,  we  have  collaborated 
with  them  and  we  know  what  important  treat- 
ments they  offer  and  what  research  they're 
doing.  Having  the  whole  spectrum  of  treatment 
available  right  here  is  critical  — especially  for 
kids  and  their  families." 


CASE  STUDY 

House  calls  to  the  homeless 

For  many  homeless  families  in  Chicago,  health  care 
takes  a back  seat  to  more  immediate  concerns,  such 
as  finding  food  and  shelter.  And  when  serious  medical 
problems  arise,  something  as  basic  as  traveling  to 
the  doctor  can  be  a huge  barrier  for  a family  with  no 
car  and  no  money  for  bus  fare. 

But  Rush  health  care  specialists  are  fighting  to 
break  down  that  and  other  barriers  to  medical  care 
through  the  Kids  Shelter  Health  Improvement  Project 
(Kids-SHIP),  a program  designed  to  provide  health 
care  to  homeless  children  in  Chicago.  "The  trick  is 
to  get  kids  to  come  to  a clinic,  and  we  can't  do  that 
effectively  unless  we  reach  out  to  where  they  are," 
says  pediatrician  Beth  Volin,  MD. 

That's  why  the  Kids-SHIP  team  — which 
consists  of  doctors,  nurses,  medical  students  and 
residents  — makes  house  calls  to  area  homeless 
and  women's  shelters.  They  perform  routine  health 


exams  for  children  and  then  refer  them  to  the  Rush 
Primary  Care  Center  for  additional  services,  such 
as  immunizations,  laboratory  tests  and  subspecialty 
visits.  In  addition,  Volin  and  the  program's  co-founder, 
pediatric  psychologist  Jeannie  Aschkenasy,  PhD, 
identify  behavioral,  developmental  and  educational 
problems  they  may  have  at  school  or  at  the  shelter 
With  help  from  the  social  worker,  they  team  up 
with  everyone  from  the  child's  teachers  and  principal 
to  the  child's  parents  to  ensure  that  each  kid  has 
the  support  he  or  she  needs  to  get  healthy  — and 
stay  healthy. 

The  program  also  provides  Volin  and  the  team 
with  valuable  data  that  she  uses  in  her  research. 

In  fact,  she  demonstrated  that,  for  the  homeless 
population,  transportation  was  a significant  barrier 
to  getting  proper  health  care.  Equipped  with 
these  findings,  she  has  helped  obtain  funding  from 
the  American  Academy  of  Pediatrics,  and  the  city 
of  Chicago,  to  provide  free  transportation  for  home- 
less families  visiting  their  doctors'  offices 


Passing  on  knowledge  — and  compassion 


Year  after  year,  Rush  medical  students  have 
voted  to  honor  Keith  Millikan,  MD,  as  Rush 
Medical  College's  outstanding  physician- 
teacher.  This  year  was  no  different. 

Millikan,  a general  surgeon  at  Rush,  credits  his 
knack  for  teaching  — and  patient  care  — to 
extraordinary  role  models,  role  models  he  met 
while  a medical  student  at  Rush.  In  search  of 
"hands  on"  medicine,  Millikan  came  to  Rush 
Medical  College  eager  to  have  a direct  impact 
on  patients.  "I  had  done  my  undergraduate 
work  in  a place  that  was  solely  focused  on  labo- 
ratory research.  That  wasn't  for  me,"  Millikan 
says.  "With  its  emphasis  on  patient  care  and 
clinical  research.  Rush  offered  me  the  chance  to 
touch  people  and  to  care  for  people  on  a very 
personal  basis." 

Mentors  who  mattered 

At  the  side  of  his  mentors,  surgeons  Steven  G. 
Economou,  MD,  and  Alexander  Doolas,  MD, 
Millikan  learned  the  art  of  patient  care  and  edu- 
cation. "Both  of  these  men  would  give  their 
home  phone  numbers  to  patients,  sit  at  their 
bedside,  whatever  it  took.  It  didn't  matter  what 


time  it  was,  what  insurance  the  patient  had, 
whether  the  patient  was  a CEO  or  indigent. 
They  just  took  care  of  their  patients, " says 
Millikan.  "And  they  took  care  of  their  students 
as  well  — by  spending  one-on-one  time  with 
them,  by  talking  to  them." 

Millikan  took  these  lessons  to  heart  by  making 
himself  available  to  both  his  patients  and  stu- 
dents around  the  clock.  And  as  a teaching  tool, 
he  prefers  good  old-fashioned  question-and- 
answer  sessions  over  Powerpoint  presentations 
and  multimedia  extravaganzas.  "I  start  with  the 
expectation  that  they'll  have  knowledge,  and 
then  I help  them  build  on  it,"  he  says. 

Those  who  teach,  excel 

That  knowledge  is  applied  directly  to  patients.  By 
including  his  students  and  residents  as  members 
of  his  patient  care  team,  Millikan  surrounds  his 
patients  with  caretakers  focused  on  them.  This 
gives  patients  a greater  sense  of  security,  Millikan 
says.  At  the  same  time,  it  gives  Millikan  the  assur- 
ance that  he's  on  top  of  his  game  as  a surgeon. 

"If  you  can  teach  a procedure  to  a novice,  then 
you  really  know  what  you're  doing. 


CASE  STUDY 

Homegrown  talent 

I'm  as  inbred  as  they  come,"  says  Keith  Millikan, 

MD.  "I  went  to  medical  school  here,  I did  my 
residency  here.  I even  met  my  wife  at  Rush." 

Millikan  graduated  from  Rush  Medical  College 
in  1 984.  Among  his  classmates  were  the  current 
director  of  the  Rush  Alzheimer's  Disease  Center,  David 
A.  Bennett,  MD  (far  right),  and  interventional  cardio- 
logist, Jeffrey  Snell,  MD  (bottom).  In  their  day,  students 
like  Millikan  could  participate  in  an  alternative  program, 
one  in  which  students  traveled  beyond  Chicago  to 
shadow  doctors  in  their  communities  and  one  in  which 
there  were  only  essay  tests.  Since  then,  some  of  the 
educational  tools  have  changed,  but  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Rush  Medical  College's  new  dean,  Thomas 
Deutsch,  MD,  also  a Rush  Medical  College  graduate, 


Rush's  best  traditions  continue:  hands-on  learning, 
an  unparalleled  commitment  to  community  service 
and  classrooms  full  of  physician  role  models. 

"There's  no  doubt  that  Rush's  strength  is  its 
outstanding  medical  staff,"  Deutsch  says.  "And 
with  a faculty  like  ours  teaching  them.  Rush's 
medical  students  quickly  learn  what  is  important  — 
that  no  matter  what  part  of  medicine  they  go 
into,  be  it  basic  research,  surgery  or  something  else, 
it's  all,  ultimately,  about  one  thing:  the  patient." 

This  year,  Rush  welcomed  1 20  medical 
students.  Students  who  may  some  day  receive  a phone 
call  very  similar  to  the  one  Keith  Millikan,  MD,  received 
just  recently.  It  was  a former  student  — now  with  a 
practice  of  his  own  — conferring  about  a patient. 

"I  had  so  many  great  mentors  at  Rush,  and  now 
I'm  the  mentor,"  he  says.  "I  feel  as  though  the  torch 
has  been  passed." 
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"To  truly  understand  something  in  medicine  you  need 
to  know  its  history  — where  an  idea  for  treatment 
came  from,  why  it  didn't  first  succeed,  what  was  done 
to  make  it  better.  Teaching  medical  students  and 
residents  has  definitely  made  me  a better  surgeon, 
because  I have  to  have  the  answers."

I can  take  that  problem  to  the  laboratory  where 
my  colleagues  do  experiments  specifically  aimed 
at  trying  to  find  a solution,  a solution  I can  take 
back  to  the  patient.

with  the  patient  and  ends  with  the  patient." 
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From  lab  bench  to  bedside  — and  vice  versa 


Christopher  Goetz,  MD,  director  of  the  move- 
ment disorders  program  at  Rush,  is  one  of  the 
nation's  leading  experts  on  movement  disorders, 
having  published  more  than  160  papers  on  this 
group  of  conditions  that  includes  Parkinson's 
disease,  Tourette's  syndrome  and  Huntington's 
disease.  Both  a clinician  and  a scholar  — he 
happens  to  be  one  of  the  world's  authorities  on 
Jean-Martin  Charcot,  known  by  many  as  the 
"father  of  neurology"  — Goetz  evaluates,  diag- 
noses and  treats  patients  from  all  age  groups. 
And,  along  with  his  team  of  movement  disor- 
ders neurologists,  he  traces  the  progression  of 
disease,  observes  how  it  affects  patients'  daily 
lives  and  works  to  find  ways  to  improve  the 
quality  of  life  for  patients  and  for  those  who 
may  some  day  face  these  debilitating  diseases. 

Inspiring  patients 

As  a clinical  researcher,  Goetz  not  only  brings  the 
latest  innovations  in  medicine  to  his  patients.  He 
also  sparks  those  innovations  by  bringing  their 
problems  to  the  lab,  where  Rush  researchers  focus 
on  uncovering  novel  ways  to  treat  and  prevent 
movement  disorders.  In  fact,  Rush  researchers  are 
currently  investigating  the  implantation  of  retinal 


CASE  STUDY 

A partnership  to  conquer  Parkinson's 

Ryan  Kelley  (right)  and  Steve  Marjerle  (left)  have  a lot 
in  common.  Both  are  in  their  late  30s,  both  have  wives 
and  young  children,  and  both  work  at  the  same  high 
school  — Marjerle  is  a math  teacher  and  basketball 
coach,  and  Kelley  is  the  school  principal.  But  the  one 
thing  they  have  in  common,  the  one  thing  that  truly 
bonds  them  together  is  their  health;  both  men  have 
Parkinson's  disease. 

Parkinson's  disease  is  the  most  common  form  of 
Parkinsonism  — a group  of  disorders  that  share  many 
of  the  same  symptoms,  such  as  tremors,  slowness  of 
movement,  rigidity  and  loss  of  balance.  It  is  a progres- 
sive, chronic  neurological  condition  that  causes  brain 
cells  to  degenerate  and  reduce  the  production  of  an 
important  neurotransmitter  called  dopamine. 

For  Marjerle  and  Kelley,  the  signs  of  Parkinson's 
disease  surfaced  while  in  the  primes  of  their  lives. 


cells  to  protect  the  brain  from  deterioration 
caused  by  Parkinson's  disease,  and  the  prelimi- 
nary findings  have  been  promising. 

In  addition  to  the  research  behind  the  scenes, 
Goetz  works  closely  with  his  team  of  neurolo- 
gists, one  of  the  world's  largest  groups  of  its 
kind  dedicated  to  movement  disorders.  At  Rush, 
each  neurologist  focuses  on  a specific  area  of 
interest  — whether  it  be  women's  health  issues, 
surgical  approaches  to  disease  or  how  disease 
affects  patients  while  they  are  sleeping. 

Understanding  and  hope 

Several  of  their  studies  zero  in  on  preventing  the 
progression  of  Parkinson's  disease  in  its  early 
stages.  Their  objective:  to  halt  or  slow  down  the 
disease.  Their  chances  of  succeeding:  extremely 
good.  "I  am  optimistic  that  we'll  reach  our 
goal,"  Goetz  says.  "I  believe  this  will  occur  in  my 
career  because  we  increasingly  understand  the 
chemistry  of  Parkinson's  disease  and  the  process 
by  which  brain  cells  start  the  cascade  of  events 
that  eventually  lead  to  cell  death.  Interrupting 
this  cascade  in  its  earliest  phase  is  our  goal.  This 
is  what  patients  and  physicians  really  want. " 


And  now  they  carpool  from  Rockford,  Mich.,  to 
Rush  where  they  participate  in  a clinical  trial  aimed 
at  stopping  the  progression  of  Parkinson's  disease. 

The  hope  is  that,  when  diagnosed  early  enough,  the 
disease  can  be  halted. 

Despite  the  long  trek  — it's  a three-and-a-half 
hour  drive  — the  road  trip  is  worth  every  moment 
"Being  in  the  study  makes  me  feel  good  that  I'm 
doing  something,"  Marjerle  says  "Doing  something 
is  better  than  sitting  back  and  letting  it  happen." 

Younger  than  most  patients  with  Parkinson's  dis- 
ease, Marjerle  and  Kelley  are  grateful  they  found  Rush, 
and  Drs.  Christopher  Goetz  and  Kathleen  Shannon 
"I  feel  I'm  in  the  best  hands,"  Kelley  says.  "I  know  I'm 
in  the  right  place."  Marjerle  agrees.  "They  answer 
all  my  questions.  They  know  exactly  what's  going  on. " 

And,  thankfully,  they  have  each  other  to  lean  on. 
Once  just  principal  and  teacher,  Kelley  and  Marjerle 
now  make  up  a support  group  of  two.  One  that  meets 
every  three  months  on  Interstate  94. 
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Out  with  the  old  lifestyle,  in  with  the  new 


Lynne  T.  Braun,  PhD,  RN,  CNP,  gets  results.  As  a 
nurse  practitioner  in  preventive  cardiology  and 
the  new  Rush  Heart  Center  for  Women,  she 
helps  patients  with  heart  disease  improve  and 
maintain  their  heart  health. 

"You'd  think  having  a heart  attack  or  being 
diagnosed  with  heart  disease  would  be  a huge 
wake  up  call,  that  it  would  be  the  call  to  action 
many  people  need,"  she  says.  "Often,  it  is,  for  a 
period  of  time.  But  without  constant  reinforce- 
ment, the  long-term  behavioral  change  is  just 
not  there." 

Changes  that  stick 

Braun  is  dedicated  — in  the  clinic  and  through 
research  — to  helping  patients  stay  the  course. 
She  works  with  patients  to  modify  their  risk  fac- 
tors for  heart  disease,  then  continues  to  monitor 
and  encourage  them  to  ensure  that  they  maintain 
their  healthy  new  lifestyles.  And  she  is  co-investi- 
gator  for " Partners  for  Life, " a study  that's  looking 
at  whether  involving  a patient's  live-in  partner 
in  making  lifestyle  changes  improves  long-term 
adherence  to  those  changes. 


Because  of  her  dual  roles  as  clinician  and 
researcher,  Braun  is  able  to  apply  the  latest 
behavioral  strategies  to  patient  care.  "I'm  part 
of  a dynamic  research  team  that  includes  clinical 
psychologists,  a dietitian  and  physicians,"  she 
says.  "What's  nice  is  that,  often,  a strategy 
recommended  by  one  of  my  colleagues  will  fit  a 
situation  I have  with  a patient.  I learn  a great 
deal  from  the  people  I work  with  every  day,  and 
that  benefits  my  patients,  too." 

It  all  adds  up 

Being  able  to  help  patients  — and  seeing  the 
positive  results  — is  what  makes  Braun's  job  so 
fulfilling.  For  instance,  when  one  of  her  patients 
embarks  on  a dramatic  weight  loss  program, 
she  can  show  them  how  their  blood  pressure 
and  cholesterol  levels  drop  as  a direct  result  of 
losing  weight. 

"When  I know  that  patients  are  trying  really 
hard  to  make  healthy  changes  by  modifying 
their  behavior,"  she  says,  "and  I can  prove  to 
them  that  they  are  benefiting  from  these 
changes  — it's  the  greatest  feeling. " 


CASE  STUDY 

Taking  the  pressure  off 

It  was  the  discomfort  in  his  chest  that  had  Vincent 
Giordano  worried. 

In  the  winter  of  1 998,  he  began  to  experience 
an  odd  pressure  in  his  chest  when  he  exerted  himself. 
When  the  discomfort  persisted  weeks  later,  he  grew 
concerned  enough  to  schedule  an  appointment  with 
a cardiologist  at  Rush. 

The  diagnosis:  heart  disease.  "I  had  a 96  percent 
blockage  in  one  of  my  arteries, " he  says.  Fie  had  an 
angioplasty  in  early  1 999  to  dear  the  blockage,  and  a 
stent  — a wire  mesh  tube  — was  inserted  in  the  artery 
to  keep  it  from  re-narrowing. 

But  while  the  procedure  relieved  his  symptoms, 
it  didn't  address  the  underlying  problem.  So  when 
Giordano  started  cardiac  rehabilitation,  he  also  began 


working  with  Rush  nurse  practitioner  Lynne  T.  Braun, 
PhD,  RN,  CNP,  to  modify  his  risk  factors  and  manage 
his  heart  disease  to  prevent  future  problems.  His 
biggest  concerns  were  high  LDL  (bad)  cholesterol 
and  low  HDL  (good)  cholesterol  levels. 

A regimen  of  medications,  exercise  and  a 
low-fat,  low-cholesterol  diet  — continuously  moni- 
tored, reinforced  and  encouraged  by  Braun  and 
the  preventive  cardiology  team  at  Rush  — enabled 
Giordano  to  lose  weight  and  stabilize  his  choles- 
terol levels.  Today,  five  years  after  his  angioplasty, 
he's  still  symptom-free  and  his  artery  remains  clear. 

Though  it's  not  easy  to  stick  with  the  changes, 
the  68-year-old  husband  and  stepfather  of  five  is 
willing  to  do  whatever  it  takes  to  stay  heart  healthy. 
For  incentive,  he  doesn't  have  to  look  any  further 
than  next  door:  That's  where  his  little  granddaughter, 
Amber  Rose,  lives.

I may  not  have  direct  contact  with  patients,  but  I want 
to  have  an  impact  on  patient  care  — to  find  ways  to 
take  what  we're  learning  in  the  lab  and  apply  it  to  the 


care  of  people  with  osteoarthritis 
the  work  meaningful." 


Ted  Oegema,  PhD,  researcher 
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Basic  science,  better  treatment 


At  the  beginning  of  his  career  as  a researcher,  Ted 
Oegema,  PhD,  would  often  tell  his  father  about 
his  scientific  investigations.  His  father  would  listen 
as  he  talked  enthusiastically  about  cells  and  mole- 
cules. "Then  he'd  ask  me  when  I was  going  to 
start  fixing  things  instead  of  taking  them  apart, " 
Oegema  says.  "He  wanted  me  to  find  the 
answers  instead  of  just  defining  the  problems." 

These  days,  as  chairman  of  Rush's  Department 
of  Biochemistry  and  head  of  one  of  the  world's 
leading  osteoarthritis  research  programs, 
Oegema  is  still  taking  things  apart.  But  the  stud- 
ies he  and  his  colleagues  are  conducting  are 
helping  to  shed  new  light  on  this  crippling  but 
little  understood  disease.  What  they  discover  in 
the  lab  may  translate  into  effective  methods  of 
preserving  or  restoring  cartilage  — methods  that 
would  benefit  millions  of  people  worldwide. 

Nailing  down  facts 

The  team  is  currently  looking  at  whether  the 
over-the-counter  supplements  glucosamine  and 
chondroitin  sulfate  can  help  preserve  cartilage 
structure,  thereby  slowing  the  progression 
of  osteoarthritis.  "There  are  many  supplements 


CASE  STUDY 

Knee  cartilage  makes  a comeback 

While  researchers  such  as  Ted  Oegema,  PhD,  are 
searching  for  ways  to  intervene  at  the  cellular  level 
to  slow  or  halt  the  progression  of  osteoarthritis, 
orthopedic  surgeons  at  Rush  are  using  surgical  inter- 
ventions to  delay  or  prevent  the  onset  of  the  disease. 

Each  year,  more  than  two  million  people  injure 
the  cartilage  in  their  knees.  These  injuries  can  occur 
as  a result  of  abnormal  twisting  or  turning  of  the 
knee,  or  following  blunt  traumas  from  sports  or 
accidents.  They  affect  people  of  all  ages,  but  many 
are  under  the  age  of  40  and  lead  highly  active  lives. 

If  unchecked,  these  cartilage  defects  will 
eventually  lead  to  advanced  arthritis  and,  in  many 
cases,  knee  replacement.  Orthopedic  surgeons  at 
Rush  are  now  using  innovative  techniques  for  restor- 
ing cartilage  — and  mobility  — in  patients  who  are 


people  are  using  for  osteoarthritis,  but  they 
are  backed  by  few  scientific  studies,"  Oegema 
says.  "We're  interested  in  finding  out  if  these 
supplements  work  and  under  what  conditions 
they  might  work." 

They're  also  interested  in  articular  cartilage, 
which  provides  the  gliding  surface  between 
bone  and  bone.  By  studying  what  happens  to 
articular  cartilage  cells  as  they  age  or  become 
ravaged  by  osteoarthritis,  the  team  hopes  to 
find  ways  to  manipulate  the  cells  to  reverse  or 
repair  the  damage.  The  end  result  would  be 
strong,  healthy  cartilage. 

Community  cross-talk 

None  of  this  research  would  be  possible  with- 
out collaboration  — not  just  within  the  depart- 
ment but  across  the  Medical  Center.  "Rush  is 
a community,  and  there's  really  good  cross-talk 
between  all  of  the  different  disciplines,"  Oegema 
says.  "What's  exciting  is  that  you  have  a body 
of  knowledge,  and  then  you  find  other  scientists 
and  physicians  who  can  give  you  new  informa- 
tion and  help  you  be  better  at  what  you're  doing. 
You  get  new,  broader  insights." 


often  considered  too  young  for  joint  replacement. 
This  technology  enables  them  to  intervene  before 
more  advanced  degeneration  occurs. 

One  technique,  called  autologous  chondrocyte 
implantation,  has  shown  initial  success  in  treating 
small  defects  in  articular  cartilage.  It  involves  harvest- 
ing cartilage  tissue  from  the  patient's  own  knee 
and  using  it  as  a "starter"  to  grow  millions  of  new 
cartilage  cells,  which  are  then  transplanted  into  the 
damaged  part  of  the  knee. 

Rush  is  also  studying  the  use  of  osteochondral 
autografts,  tissue  taken  from  the  patients  themselves 
rather  than  from  a donor,  to  fix  small  defects  The 
main  benefit  of  using  a patient's  own  tissue  is  that  it 
is  readily  available,  as  opposed  to  donor  grafts,  which 
are  in  high  demand  and  often  short  supply 

These  are  important  first  steps  toward  the  ulti- 
mate goal:  successfully  managing  cartilage  defects 
to  prevent  the  need  for  knee  replacement  surgery. 
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Prevention  is  the  best  medicine 

Did  you  know  that  Henry  Black,  MD,  is  your 
doctor?  He's  also  your  father's  doctor.  Your 
sister's  doctor.  And  your  children's,  too. 

As  chairman  of  preventive  medicine  and  associ- 
ate vice  president  for  research  at  Rush,  Black 
directs  and  oversees  work  that  has  an  impact  on 
the  quality  and  duration  of  all  our  lives. 

Good  answers 

Which  medications  are  best  for  managing  high 
blood  pressure?  Black  has  the  key.  How  can  doc- 
tors help  patients  at  risk  for  high  blood  pressure 
(also  known  as  hypertension)  stay  healthier 
longer?  Black  helped  figure  that  one  out,  too  (see 
inset).  And  he's  pursuing  the  answers  to  other 
questions:  Can  a lipid-lowering  compound  help 
reduce  the  risk  of  heart  attack?  Are  selenium  and 
vitamin  E effective  in  preventing  prostate  cancer? 

I'm  interested  in  seeing  medicine  practiced  more 
effectively,  more  efficiently,"  Black  says.  "Hyper- 
tension is  the  most  common  reason  people 
see  their  doctor.  I can  apply  what  I know  about 
it  — the  physiology,  the  pharmacology,  the 


health  care  delivery  issues  — to  other  common 
conditions,  such  as  heart  failure,  angina,  stroke 
and  dementia." 

But  he  doesn't  do  it  alone;  he  gets  inspiration 
and  help  from  colleagues  all  around  Rush. 

"You  talk  to  a good  basic  scientist,  who  knows 
how  enzymes  and  genes  work.  You  talk  to  a 
clinician,  who  knows  what  patients  need.  And 
you  talk  to  a population  scientist,  who  knows 
how  to  make  a solution  work  in  the  population 
at  large.  That's  something  you  can  get  only  at 
an  academic  medical  center,"  Black  says. 

The  quest  for  golden  years 

"We  can't  live  forever,  but  we  ought  to  be 
able  to  live  as  comfortably,  as  productively  and 
as  wisely  as  we  can  and  avoid  all  the  medical 
complications  of  aging  — and  the  economic 
ones  as  well,"  he  says.  "What  could  be  better 
than  having  a group  of  healthy  older  people 
who  are  not  in  nursing  homes  or  in  hospitals 
but  who  are  enjoying  themselves  and  feel 
good?  That  would  be  my  Holy  Grail. " 


CASE  STUDY 

Good  health  is  habit  forming 

"Eventually  everybody  in  the  United  States,  if 
they  live  long  enough,  is  going  to  get  high  blood 
pressure,"  says  Henry  Black,  MD.  "And  with  that 
comes  stroke  and  dementia  and  heart  attack  and 
heart  failure  and  kidney  disease.  We're  never  going 
to  do  anything  about  these  problems  unless  we 
look  at  preventing  high  blood  pressure  or  at  least 
delaying  its  onset." 

That's  the  goal  of  the  revised  guidelines  for 
evaluating  and  treating  high  blood  pressure,  which 
Black  and  his  Rush  colleague  George  Bakris,  MD, 
helped  to  create,  and  which  were  published  in  the 
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May  21, 2003,  issue  of  the  Journal  of  the  American 
Medical  Association. 

The  updated  guidelines  create  a new  category 
of  risk  called  prehypertension,  which  includes  about 
45  million  people,  or  22  percent  of  adults  in  the 
nation.  Their  blood  pressure  levels  — once  thought 
to  be  normal  — have  been  recently  linked  to 
increased  risk  for  cardiovascular  damage. 

"We  want  people  to  start  paying  attention  before 
they  develop  the  arterial  damage  of  hypertension," 
Black  says,  explaining  the  benefit  for  patients.  And 
there's  an  economic  benefit  as  well:  "If  we  invest  in 
lowering  blood  pressure  now,  we  won't  have  to  invest 
in  caring  for  strokes  later,  we  won't  have  to  invest  as 
much  in  kidney  dialysis  and  heart  failure  treatment." 
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At  Rush,  I'm  surrounded  by  smart  people  — brilliant 
people  — who  know  what  they  know  very  well, 
who  look  at  what  I know  and  who  provide  me  with 
insights  I couldn't  find  anyplace  else.  And  that's 
how  you  get  things  done  in  medicine."

Named  for  a physician 
who  was  a signer  of  the  Declaration 
of  Independence,  it  is  the  first 
school  to  be  chartered  by  Illinois 
and  the  first  health  care  institution 
in  the  city.  In  1843,  Rush  Medical 
College  opens  its  doors. 


1912-13 

Presbyterian  Hospital  acquires 
Chicago's  first  electrocardio- 
graph machine  — a device 
used  to  record  heart  activity.  Rush 
alumnus  and  faculty  member 
James  B.  Herrick,  MD,  who  had 
already  discovered  sickle  cell 
anemia,  identifies  clot  formation 
in  coronary  arteries  as  the  cause 
of  heart  attacks. 


1923 

Arthur  Dean  Bevan,  MD, 
is  the  first  to  administer  the 
combination  of  ethylene- 
oxygen  in  Presbyterian  Hospital 
during  a surgery.  Less  toxic  for 
both  patients  and  surgical  staff,  the 
innovation  is  quickly  adopted  by 
hospitals  throughout  the  country. 


1923-25 

George  Dick,  MD,  and  Gladys 
Rowena  Henry  Dick,  MD, 
contribute  greatly  to  determining 
the  cause  and  treatment 
of  scarlet  fever  At  the  time, 
the  disease  — which  primarily 
affected  children  and  had  a 
25  percent  mortality  rate  — was 
endemic  to  North  America  and 
Europe.  Together,  the  Dicks 
developed  a skin  test  to  determine 
susceptibility  and  immunization. 


1948 

James  A.  Campbell,  MD,  joins 
Presbyterian  Hospital  as  a specialist 
in  cardiology  He  establishes 
Chicago's  first  cardiac  catheteri- 
zation laboratory  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Medicine  at  Presbyterian 
Hospital  and  performs  the  first 
heart  catheterization  in  Chicago 
Dr.  Campbell  later  becomes 
the  first  president  and  CEO 
of  Rush-Presbyterian-St.  Luke's 
Medical  Center 


1964 

Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  Hospital 
becomes  one  of  three  hospitals 
in  the  Chicago  area  to  install  a 
hyperbaric  chamber  for  surgical 
research  into  heart  and  circula- 
tory disorders  By  placing  patients 
inside  the  chamber,  large  quantities 
of  pressurized  oxygen  could  be 
forced  into  the  body  tissues.  This 
medical  advance  helps  benefit 
heart  attack  patients. 


1966 

George  M.  Hass,  MD  (who  served 
as  chief  pathologist  for  the  U.S. 

Air  Force  during  World  War  II),  is 
the  first  to  demonstrate  the  role 
of  nicotine  in  the  hardening 
of  arteries  and  the  thickening 
of  blood  that  can  lead  to  heart 
attack  and  stroke. 


1968 

George  M Hass,  MD,  achieves 
another  medical  first  by  producing 
leukemia  and  malignant  lymphoma 
by  restriction  of  magnesium  in 
the  diet  of  animals.  This  is  the  first 
instance  of  a causal  relation 
between  a normal,  essential 
dietary  constituent  and  the 
development  of  a malignant 
disease 


1968 

Hassan  Najafi,  MD,  performs  the 
first  successful  heart  transplant 
in  Chicago  at  Presbytenan- 
St.  Luke's  Hospital.  Nafaji  descnbes 
the  operation,  which  required 
a team  of  30  medical  professionals 
working  in  two  rooms,  as  "a 
campaign  in  which  surgery,  medical 
care  and  the  entire  institution 
were  involved."

The  CORE  Center,  the  nation's 
first  freestanding,  specialized 
outpatient  health  care  facility 
for  HIV/AIDS  and  other  infec- 
tious diseases,  is  completed. 

It  combines  the  resources  of  Cook 
County  Bureau  of  Health  Services 
and  Rush  for  the  prevention,  care 
and  research  of  HIV/AIDS,  tubercu- 
losis and  other  related  diseases  that 
affect  men,  women  and  children 
throughout  the  metropolitan  area. 


2000 

The  ribbon  is  cut  at  the  Robert

Richard  Berger,  MD,  orthopedic

2002 

Larry  J.  Goodman,  MD,  is 

named  president  and  CEO  of  Rush-

Center  He  makes  his  priority  clear 
from  the  outset:  "The  one  thing 
that  this  institution  is  most  noted 
for  — excellence  in  patient  care  — 
will  continue  to  be  what  drives 
everything  we  do."

As  for  returning  to  school 
after  being  in  the  real  world  for  the  better  part 
of  a decade,  Weiss  embraces  it  with  contagious 
enthusiasm.  "School  has  been  an  incredible 
experience,"  she  says.  "It's  challenging  and 
dynamic,  and  I'm  confident  that  I'll  be  prepared 
for  just  about  anything  in  nursing  when  I leave.' 
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This  was  an  important  year  for  Rush  University 
Medical  Center  in  that  it  was  marked  by  a 
return  to  profitability  after  a period  of  losses. 

The  Medical  Center's  three-year  plan  has  been 
accomplished,  and  it  is  now  poised  to  improve 
operations  even  further  to  fund  its  future  plans. 

The  Medical  Center  reported  a profit  of  $6.5 
million,  which  is  an  improvement  of  almost 
$20  million  from  the  previous  year.  This  was 
driven  by  a number  of  factors,  the  most  signifi- 
cant of  which  was  the  growth  in  revenue. 
Operating  revenue  increased  by  $88  million,  or 
over  1 0 percent;  this  was  the  third  successive 
year  of  double-digit  revenue  growth.  This  growth 
was  experienced  in  all  aspects  of  the  Medical 
Center's  activities.  Hospital  operating  revenues 
increased  $53  million,  or  9 percent;  admissions 
increased  2.3  percent  from  the  prior  year,  and 
outpatient  growth  was  10  percent.  Medical 
Service  Plan  revenue  increased  $19  million,  or 
26  percent,  and  research  revenues  increased 
$4.5  million,  or  4.5  percent.  Operating  expenses 
increased  $67  million,  or  over  7 percent. 
Increases  in  malpractice  insurance  of  46  percent 
and  in  pension  expenses  of  83  percent  account- 
ed for  $24  million  or  36  percent  of  the  increases 
in  expenses.  The  remaining  increase  in  expenses 
was  driven  by  salary  and  supply  increases  related 
to  the  growth  as  well  as  salary  increases  to 
employees.  Despite  the  challenges  experienced 
due  to  these  cost  increases,  the  revenue  growth 
was  greater,  and  operating  results  improved 
$21  million  from  the  prior  year. 

The  improvements  in  net  income  occurred 
despite  another  challenging  year  in  the  invest- 
ment market.  The  Medical  Center's  nonoperat- 
ing income  was  virtually  unchanged  from  the 
prior  year.  This  consisted  of  a 30  percent  decline 
in  investment  income  that  was  offset  by  an 
increase  in  unrestricted  philanthropic  gifts. 

The  Medical  Center  also  recognized  additional 
gains  on  the  sales  of  businesses  from  previous 
years  of  $5  million. 

The  Medical  Center's  balance  sheet  was  also 
impacted  by  the  investment  market  in  fiscal 
year  2003.  The  most  significant  impact  was 
on  the  Medical  Center's  retirement  trust.  The 
market  value  of  the  trust  declined  by  $9.3  mil- 
lion (three  percent)  due  to  lower  asset  returns 
despite  contributions  of  $23.2  million.  The 
Medical  Center  was  also  required  to  use  a lower 
discount  rate  to  project  the  future  obligation 


of  the  pension  plan  resulting  in  an  increase 
in  the  obligation  of  $85.9  million.  The  combina- 
tion of  these  factors  resulted  in  a reduction 
in  unrestricted  net  assets  of  $104  million,  or 
48  percent. 

Increasing  cash  balances  has  been  a priority  of 
the  Medical  Center  during  the  past  three  years, 
and  this  was  accomplished  in  fiscal  year  2003. 
Cash  and  cash  equivalents  increased  by  $22 
million,  or  28  percent.  This  was  the  result  of 
the  improvement  in  operations  that  accounted 
for  $40  million  of  the  increase.  This  improve- 
ment was  needed  to  meet  the  funding  require- 
ments of  the  malpractice  self-insurance  trust, 
which  increased  $9.7  million  from  the  prior  year, 
and  the  funding  requirements  of  the  retirement 
trust,  which  increased  $1 1 .6  million  from  the 
prior  year.  Despite  these  challenges,  the  Medical 
Center  was  able  to  increase  investment  in  equip- 
ment and  facilities  by  $28  million  from  the 
prior  year  and  still  generate  positive  cash  flow 
for  the  year. 

Philanthropic  giving  to  the  Medical  Center 
continues  to  be  strong  with  more  than  $20 
million  in  support  received  in  fiscal  year  2003. 
The  Medical  Center  also  continues  to  meet  its 
commitment  to  the  community  by  providing 
free  care  to  those  individuals  who  cannot 
afford  to  pay.  Over  $54  million  in  free  care 
was  provided  in  fiscal  year  2003,  a 25  percent 
increase  from  that  reported  in  2002. 

The  Medical  Center  has  now  accomplished 
its  three-year  plan  on  time  and  has  exceeded 
expectations  in  terms  of  earnings  and  in  terms 
of  cash  flow  generated.  Rush  is  now  ready  to 
build  on  this  improved  position  and  continue  to 
enhance  financial  strength  as  plans  are  being 
developed  for  growth  into  the  future.  A five-year 
financial  plan  has  been  developed  in  concert 
with  the  Medical  Center's  strategic  planning 
process.  This  plan  will  provide  for  the  sources  of 
funding  required  to  continue  to  invest  in  pro- 
grams and  facilities  that  will  allow  the  Medical 
Center  to  grow  and  enhance  its  service  to 
the  community.

Rush  University  Medical  Center  encompasses 
a hospital  serving  adults  and  children,  the 
Johnston  R.  Bowman  Health  Center  and  Rush 
University.  The  University  comprises  Rush 
Medical  College,  the  College  of  Nursing,  the 
College  of  Health  Sciences,  the  Graduate  College 
and  a cooperative  network  of  12  liberal  arts 
colleges  and  universities  in  four  states.  Rush 
is  also  home  to  the  Rush  Institutes,  which  bring 
together  patient  care  and  research  to  address 
major  health  problems,  including  arthritis 
and  orthopedic  problems,  cancer,  heart  disease, 
mental  illness,  neurological  problems  and 
diseases  associated  with  aging.  Rush  Oak  Park 
Hospital  is  an  integral  clinical  component  of 
Rush  University  Medical  Center. 

Rush  is  a thriving  center  for  basic  and  clinical 
research,  with  physicians  and  scientists  involved 
in  more  than  1 ,600  investigations.  Some  of  this 
important  work  is  housed  in  the  Robert  H.  and 
Terri  Cohn  Research  Building,  a state-of-the-art 
facility  where  Rush  investigators  are  conducting 
genetic  research  to  identify  the  causes  of  a 
wide  range  of  diseases. 

In  addition  to  its  mission  in  patient  care,  education 
and  research,  Rush  maintains  a strong  commit- 
ment to  the  community.  Rush  reaches  out  to 
the  Chicago  community  through  such  offerings 
as  the  Rush  Community  Service  Initiatives 
Program,  an  umbrella  for  several  student-led 
outreach  programs  designed  to  address  the  social 
and  health  care  needs  of  residents  in  neighboring 
communities.  The  Medical  Center's  community 
service  efforts  also  include  the  Science  and 
Math  Excellence  Network,  a public-private  part- 
nership to  improve  the  science  and  math  skills 
of  inner-city  children  through  sponsorship  of 
after-school  science  clubs,  the  construction  of 
modern  science  labs  in  public  elementary  schools 
and  other  programs.  The  program  serves  nearly 
50  elementary  schools.
